Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

- . SectioN 1. That the First Division of the Saint Paul
braceh tne,  8nd Pacific Ruailroad Company, is hereby suthorized to

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branch line, at some point on said branch line, running
thence by the most practicable route to Princeton, in the
county of Mille Lacs; Provided, That the said corapany
shall be bound to carry freight and passengers upon said
branch railroad upon reasounable rates.
